SCIENTIFIC MISOELI.ANY. 


A new adulterant of ground pepper has 


been exposed by a German chemist, the 
material consisting of ground kernels of 
olive-berries. 
Adulteration by this sub- 


tance is readily detected by scattering 
the suspected mixture upon a mixture of 
equal volumes of glycerine and water, 
when the pepper floats upon the surface 
and the olive-berries sink. 


The observatory of Paris is about to 
ublish a catalogue of the stars observed 
n Paris during the forty-five years from 
837 to 1881 inclusive. This catalogue 
ecords about 300JOOO observations, of 
which 120,000 were made during the 
ast five years of the period covered, and 
ives the places of 40,000 stars. 
In a paper on myopia, or short-sight- 


dness, Dr. Henry Power, F. R. C. S., 
tales that the effect is one of civilization 
nd culture, and that it does not appear 
mong the untutored savages.

R R., we went due north through a 
rather uninviting country, with the ex- 
ception of here and there narrow valleys 
of tillable land.
